‘Phis passesiyer, a 
lighttivuse-keoper in the Chinese Cus- 
toms service, named Petersen, was nut in 
the saloon with the othera when the attack 
commenced, Feoling unwell he sat_down 
on deck aft aud was taking # gloss uf claret 
and a biscuit there, When the fist, rush 
was mada aft by the pirates thoy bogan 
theix bloody work by shootiug this man, 
who fell with four ballet wounds in hia 
head. 

Tha syatemalic way in which the aftack 
was enrried out is shown by, the fact that 
the pirates’ at oneu touk charge of the ship, 
They made tho firemen take charge of the 
engines and compelled the crew to carry on 
such work as they wished done, Three 
native quartermasters were fired at, all 
of whom wero hit. One of them was 
thrown overboard and the other two fell, 
seriously wotmded. Two Chinese cooks 
were niso wounded. The ship was taken 
out to sca for some djetanco; and at four 
o'clock sho was turned towards Hongkong 
again, Mcanwhiloa portion of the band had 
been devoting themselves to the work of 
looting. It happened that there was no trea- 
sure on board, but’tho pirates tried to make 
amends for thls disappointment by taking 
everything of valuo thst could easily bo 
carried, 


‘The crew wera compelled to turn 
paggengera, European oud Ohinoso, and all | 
the money and valuables that could’ 
bo found anywhere on the ship were! 
foken, At 2:30 pan, the ship had* been 
brought back to the place where tho 
attack was commenced, where six janke 
wero waiting, Tho alip’s lights were all 
extinguished and tho whistle-was blown as 
apigualtu the junka,-the ceaws of which 
responded by throwing -bluo lights on tho 
water. Tho steamef was then anchored 
and the work of transferring the loot 
to the junks wns commenced. Whon 
this had beon accomplished with the 
assistance of ‘the ‘Nanea’s native crew 
the pirates regaled themselves with a feast 
on deck, and then made preparations for 
taking leave of tho vosael. ‘The ship's side 
lights wero thrown overboard, the firomen 
were ordered to draw the. fires and open 
the safety valve so as to blow off tho 
steam, tho windlurs was disabled, and 
gonernily overything done that could be} 
thought of to delay tho ship from getting 
away. Before leaving, the pirates.thraiv a | 
bag containing about 200 dollars into the 
enging-room ag. a cumshaw to the fireman. 
They quitted the ship about nino o'clock, 
aud a quarter of an hour afterwards the 
officers, engineers and passengers broke out 
of their stifling prison, whore’ the dead 
body of Captain Pocock lay. © The ship 
was theo got in rondiness as quickly 
as possible for returning “to Hongkong, 
whera sho arrived at sight u’clook. this 
morning.

I was a littio sick and did not-go inte 
the suluun for tifin ‘remaining in my 
cabin. I. did not. therefore see the 
commencement of the sad affair. . T 
bolieve among the ‘firat thingé they did 
usta shoot-Captain Peterson, who was 
having his tiflin on deck. --Ho received four 
shots in the head, ono thr-ugh his 
forohead, one through his cyo and two in 
other parts of the hoad. ‘The pirates, I 
believe, acted as thungh they had rehcaraed 
thoit paris dozen times, They donned 
uniforin for the uccasion, 8 me had red. 
braid -and’ others white, and they acted 
ns. soldiers under a lender. 
sume vf them wore disposing of Captain 
Potorsen, uthera covered. with their 
revolvers each eabin dosir, , ‘and when- 
over a head was popped out they fired, 
I popped out five times to seo what was gO- 
ing on and several bullote came -iny way, 
but they, broke on the rails and fortunately 
did not hit me.. I picked up one or two as 
a'memento of tho terrible experiance, A 
stinkspot. waa also thrown. at’ the cabin 
door, which ast fire tothe floor. I popped 
out my ‘head again and shouted § fire,’ and 
afterwards auccesded in oxtinguishing tho 
fire with a jug of water. 

Meantime o number of the pirates 
hod sssombled round the sky-light of 
the saloon, and sovera! shots were fired 
at tho’ tiffin table, ‘Tho Captain through 
the steward asked what they wanted. 
Tho pirates sent down ono of their men 


out and ransack alll tha luggage of the i with 4a interpreter. ‘They. wanted, they 


said, tho passenyers’ money and valuables. 
In prosenco of such a largo body of men 
armed and ‘thoroughly organised the Cnp- 
‘tain and thoso who were with him in the 
saloon were poworless. Tho Captain, said 
they would give up what they had, Tho 
pirates roplied that they wished the Captain 
tocome on duck aud make arrangements, 
The Captain promised to go, if they would 
‘not shout him. He had no sooner, how- 
ever, got to the top of the companion 
than he was shot in the brosat. 

While this waa going on in thu saloon, 
the third mate, who was ov the bridge, 
was shot through the arm. The second 
enginoor, who was tiffining in his cabin, 
‘wea, just as he was lifting his knife, hit by 
a ball which went through his wrist, Ho 
-rushed into the engine-room and from thero 
he fred several shots from a revolver, -kill- 
ing, ho says, one of tho pirates who was at-. 
tempting to go down tho engine-ronm stairs, 
and wounding another. He wanted the 
firemen to turm on the hose from the boiler, 
hut tho firemen would not helyhim. ‘He 
then ran between decks and managed to 
get into the Captain’s cabin, 

The pirates now thought they had shed 
They told us that if 
we would go to the Captain's cabin and reé 
ranin, quietly there, thoy would not touch 
us, Thoss who were in the saloon at the 
“time: the Captain was shot had regained 
thejr.own cabins. They had to leave them, 
and wo ware all’ marched to the Captain's 
cabin, a body of: pirates surrounding us, 
with thoir pistols levelled at our heads and 
their swords waving.

of us, confined in that small’ placo 
for many weary, anxious hours,...Short- 
ly ofter wo had been put into. our prison 
we wore made to deliver up ull the 
money and valuables in our possession.

Specimens 
of the above named substances, obtained 
from difforent -parts of tho globo, woro 
handed round the meeting and: received 
minuto inspection, and. nuddubtedly latgs- 
ly added to the interest taken in the lec. 
turér’s remarks. os es on 

Explaining the difference. in form. of the 
various rock crystals, and wherein certain 
forms of precious stones differ trom others, 
Mr Skertchiey very happily and facoticualy 
described ‘the treatment to be given to that 
form of crystal: known: as the ‘diamond, 
With regard to this, if is plainly a case of 
“first. cite’ your-haro, &e.' + 

Entering into tho questiun of tho original 
cause of formation of granite ‘rocks,
